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Applicant's arguments regarding the rejections under 35 USC 1 12, paragraph 
one and 35 USC 103(a) have been considered but are not persuasive for the reasons 
given in the Paper of September 22, 2003. The MPEP 2173.05(i) states that any 
limitation which does not have a basis in the original disclosure should be rejected 
under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. No support is seen in the specification for the two structures that are now 
excluded by proviso. Applicant has not presented a showing of unexpected results for 
the cis-isomer of the trans-compound disclosed by Bergeron.
